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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To improve the high performance of a spread spectrum communication 
system of sending/receiving data not by an uniform communication means but by a 
proper communication means corresponding to the kind of data by respectively using 
spreading codes different in code length. 

CONSTITUTION: A first communication system is made proper for the transmission 
of image and voice data D1 and attach more importance to transmission rate than an 
erroneous code rate, and a second communication system is made proper for 
transmitting character and measurement data D2 and attaches more importance to 
the erroneous code rate than the transmission rate. A first transmission and 
reception part 2 belongs to the first communication system and a second 
transmission and reception part 3 belongs to the second communication system. 
Then, as data constitution, data constitution is divided by a data processing part 1 
by each communication system. On the other hand, the spread spectrum system is 
based on a direct spreading system. In this spread system, when chip frequencies 
are equal, the transmission rate varies corresponding to the length of the spreading 
code. When the code length is short, the erroneous code rate gets low but the 
transmission rate is high. On the contrary when the code length is long, the 
transmission rate becomes low but the erroneous code rate can be reduced. 
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
